ANNING. Jan. 6.—The Lost Horse 
gold mine, one of the most famed 
in Riverside county, will be sold 
at Sheriff's sale to satisfy a fudgment 
for $4000 in favor of a Kansas City 
woman. 

The mine has an interesting history, 
and the events that have been shaped 
around the camp form an interesting 
chapter in the history of the West. 
Many years ago, John Long, a pros- 
pector, Was encamped in the desert 
and one of his horses broke loose and 
wandered away. The owner trailed 
the animal many miles southeast of 
the green oasis where twenty-nine 
natural palm trees grew, commonly 
known as Twenty-nine Palms, and 
after a weary tramp he came upon the 
horse in a beautiful desert valley sixty 
miles due east of Banning. There, near 
living springs, Long found his lost 
horse and rich promise of gold as well. 
He filed on a claim and named it

URGE IMMIGRATION BUREAU. 

That the California State Realtv 
Federation is alive to the necessity 
of early preparation for the proper 
handling of immigration to California 
is evidenced through the activity of 
that organization in its recent com- 
munication to the commercial organiz- 
ations of the State, relative to the 
plan for the immediate foundation of 
a State Bureau of Immigration and 
Industrial Commission. 

It would be the duty of such a com- 
mission or bureau to collate informa- 
tion of a dependable character regard- 
ing California, and to have it pre- 
pared in such a manner as to in- 
duce people to “come to California,” 
says the communication.
